Oksana S. Kasenkina said today she 
would never retura to Russia. She 
said she was casting her lot forever 
with America. 
The 53-year-old Russian school 


teacher, who leaped from a Soviet country, 
consulate window to international' 
fame 99 days ago, spoke to reporters 
before leaving Roosevelt hospital 
where she has been recovering from 
multiple injuries. 


She tpld them, at a closely guard- 
ed news conference, she felt "very, 
very good" and never would consider 
returing to her hwneland. 


"I have every intention of staying 
fwever in the United States," Mrs. 
Kasenkina said. "The tlirongs out- 
side the consulate at the time I 
committed my act and the expres- 
sions of multitudes of Americans 
since I jumped have been very en- 
couraging." 


Here were sMne of the leasons she 
gave fw: her decision: 


"American police are different 
from the Soviet police. American 
police protect you; Soviet police 
destroy human life." 
Communism is not working in 


Russia and "the proof of that is the 
many, many persons escaping from 
Russia by the hundreds.' 


"The freedom of speech and press, 
and the complete freedom of the in- 
dividual" which she enjoys in this 


The opportunity "to serve the 
Russian people by explaining to 
Americans the hardships the Rus- 
sian people suffer under Soviet dic- 
tatorship." 


The conference was guarded by 
two police officers, 10 patrolmen and 
10 detectives who carefully checked 
credentials of all the 100 reporters 
and photographers present. 


Mrs. Kasenkina was brought into 
the room in a wheel chair but stood 
briefly for pictures wii;h the help of 
a cane. 


Her attorney said she would live 
with friends at an undisclosed re- 
treat. 


She said she planned to rest and 
recover more fully, then try to ob- 
tain work as a teacher after com- 
pleting a book.

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SUGGESTS TIME TABLE FOR CONGRESS 


The end of an average session of the United States 
Congress finds the members working like so many dilatory 
students around final examination time. They do a lot of 
cramming to cover work that should have been done 
months before. And while they may get finished, their ef- 
forts at best are often ill-considered. 


For example, the last-minute haste of the 80th Con- 
gress may have helped to defeat the Republicans in this 
month's elections. In voting an llth-hour appropriation 
for the Commodity Credit Corporation, the GOP-controll- 
©d Congress failed to vote the CCC funds for additional 
shortage of farm products. 


The farmers meanwhile had harvested bumper crops 
of grain. But this surplus harvest had to be stored in gov- 
ernment-approved space in order to make it eligible for 
support prices. Congress didn't supply the space. The 
farmers stood to lose money, and the Democrats capital- 
ized on this fact. That may be the big reason why GOP 
lost that "safe" rural vote in Ohio, Illinois and Iowa. With- 
out those states 63 electoral votes Mr. Truman would not 
have had the required number to give him an undisputed 
victory. 


Sen. Francis J. Myers of Pennsylvania, being a Demo- 
crat, probably is happy about the above incident. But he 
also knows that the embarrassing results of hasty legisla- 
tion can work both ways. And he realizes that haste can 
be bad for the whole country. So, in the interest of safety 
and efficiency, he has proposed a mild remedy. 


He would put major legislation on a timetable basis. 
The majority leaders of both houses, the the committee 
chairmen and ranking minority members of committees 
would meet early in each session and schedule legislation. 
This schedule would be reviewed each 30 days and, if nec- 
essary, revised. There would be "goal" dates for commit- 
tee hearings, for full consideration of bills and for a vote 
on them. 


The Myers proposal would include all appropriation 
bills as well as other legislation. And it would strive to 
eliminate the evil of attaching irrevelent legislative riders 
to appropriations in the final rush. 


Since, ideally, this plan would bring about some 
much-needed reforms, we would like to feel more encour- 
aged about it than we do. But it will have to buck the oppo- 
sition of tradition, indifference and reluctance which has 
kept the recent congressional reorganization from work- 
ing as well as it might and should. 


In addition, there are practical difficulties, as Mr. 
Myers is aware. Unforseen and urgent bills, investigation 
and presidential appointments could throw the timetable 
®ff schedule. And it is not likely that the Myers plan would 
move the Senate to surrender its cherished right to fili- 
buster. 


Still, the idea might work some improvement. The 
legislative schedule, if adopted, should receive wide pub- 
licity. It could then become part of the Congress' record, 
and contribute a clearer history of various pieces of legis- 
lation. With the plan working even moderately well, the 
public would have a better idea of which members of Con- 
gress were dragging their feet, and why.

First returns from selective service 
boards around the country show that 
they're turning down from 50 to 90 
per cent of the young men who are 
showing up for physical exams. 


Men in the 25-year-old class are 
being examined first because the law 
says that they can't be inducted 
after their 26th birthday. Draft of- 
ficials expected a high rate of re- 
jections among this group because 
many of them had been examined 
and turned down for the World War 
II draft. But they weren't prepared 
for the Army doctors being so fussy. 


Before examinations were started 
it was estimated that there would be 
8,000 eligible men found out of the 
1,200,000 men in the U.S. who are in 
the 25-year-old bracket. With the 
total number of men the Army will 
take in during the next three 
months believed to be close to 45,000, 
local boards might have to dig down 
into the supply of younger men 
much faster than was expected. 


The age group 22 to 24 contains 
approximately 3,600,000 registrants. 
A maximum of 70,000 men were ex- 
pected to be eligible for uniforms 
from this pool. But at the present 
rate of rejections for physical rea- 
sons, draft calls may have to dip into 
the next lowest age group before 
next spring.

and lowered physical standards to 
the absolute minimum. 


With the urgency not nearly as 
great right now, and with more men 
to draw from, the Army can afford 
to take only the better physical 
specimens. The physical standards 
Stet by the Army are considerably 
higher than they were at the end of 
the last war. The official policy is 
to set the same standards for draft- 
ees as has been set for volunteers 
during the past couple of years. Sev- 
eral local draft officials, however, 
have said that the Army doctors ap- 
pear to be tougher with the draftees 
than they are with the volunteers.

Rose Bowl bid is the expected prise 
for a Northwestern triumph over 
Illinois tomorrow and Coach Bob 
Voigts feels quite confident his 
Wildcat football team will respond 
gallantly before a capacity crowd of 
48,000 at Dyche Stadium. 


But Coach Ray Eliot's lllini play- 
ers will be shooting for an upset vic- 
tory. And upsets have been occasion- 
ally recorded in the past 41 meet- 
ings of the two rivals. The series 
stands at 20 victories for Illinois, 18 
for Northwestern and three ties. 


Two years ago a Rose Bowl invi- 
tation hinged on the outcome. The 
lllini were the contenders then and 
they made good by spilling the Wild- 
cats, 20 to 0. In that game halfback 
Buddy Young's two long rurs helped 
to put his teammates in the Rose 
Bowl against UCLA. 


Northwestern will go into the sea- 
son's finale with a record of four 
triumphs and one defeat in Big Nine 
play. The Wildcats defeated Purdue, 
Minnesota, Ohio State and Wiscon 
sin and lost to league-leading Michi< 
gan. In non-conference competition 
they downed UCLA and Syracuse 
and lost to Notre Dame, 12 to 7. 
Illinois has won two conference 
starts and lost four. The lllini show- 
ed more scoring power against 
Michigan than any of the Wolve 
rine's eight opponents. Tbey lo6t 28 
to 20. Michigan blanked the Wild- 
cats, 28 to 0. 


Northwestern has a staunch pass 
defense and leads the nation in 
that field. Whether the Wildcats can 
effectively stop the tosses of Bernie 
Krueger, 
sophomore quarterback, 
whose accurate arm has been so 
potent to the Illinois' offense re- 
mains to be seen. Krueger proved 
against Michigan that ue is one of 
the most dangerous tossers in the 
conference. 


Through five conference games 
Northwestern has allowed its oppon- 
ents an average of only. 50.4 yards 
by passing. The Wildcats held Notre 
Dame to 61 yards and UCLA, an- 
other capable passing team, to 33. 
Even mighty Michigan, top passing 
team in the midwest, made only 76 
yards against Northwestern. 


However, Northwestern does not 
rate much as a passing outfit. The 
Wildcats have used an average of 
11.6 passes and netted an average 
of only 66.6. Thus, the game may set- 
tle down to a duel between North- 
western's rushers and Illinois' posses. 


Coach Voigts' team will pin much 
of its hopes on a powerful running 
attack paced by fullback Art Mura- 
kowski, who ranks third among con- 
ference ball carriers with a 5.3 yards 
average per carry. It was workhorse 
Murakowski who ran 90 yards with 
an intercepted pass for Northwest- 
em's touchdown against Notre Dame 
last Saturday.

Answer: No. A G.I. must be able 
to and available for work at the time 
he files his FIRST CLAIM for Re 
adjustment Allowance or ANY AD 
DITIONAL CLAIM after a period of 
work. 


Question: If I am forced to dis- 
continue schooling under the GJ.

Question: I was separated from 
my veteran husband at the time of 
his death and was receiving a por- 
tion of his compensation. Am I en- 
titled to widow's pension now? 


Answer: A widow may be eligible 
for full widow's pension even though 
there was a separation (but not k 
divorce) during the veteran's life- 
time. If you desire a pension or com-, 
pensation, you should make applica- 
tion to the Veterans Administration. 
If you remarry, however, you are not 
eligible for pension. 


Question: I am an American citi- 
zen and served in the Canadian Air 
Force for a period of four years. Am 
entitled to any preference when 
taking a Federal Civil Service Exam- 
ination? 


Answer: No. In order to secure 
such preference, service must have 
been in the armed forces in tlw 
United States. Service in allied arm*" 
ies or navies does not count.
